Sir, Alfred Mond, who is starting for Ps'estine to-morrow to 
discuss datails of the new Palestinian loaa with Sir Herbact Samual, 
spoke most optimistically of the future of Palestine when inter 
viewed by a Renter represe.tative. Sir Alfred emphasised the 
enormous amount of work to be done, as the country mus: 
practically be rebuilt. He dwelt with the enthasiasm of the Jews, 
especially those of Central Europe, for settlement in Palestine. 
Many are actually walking from the Ukreine,, reaching Palestine 
via Constantionople. ' The difficulty was to restrain. would-be 
immigrants until the land has been prepared for the new population.
